There w ere no significant differences between 
a re as for soybean planting and developm ent.’’ 


Kennedy Blasts Rockefeller 


BOSTON (UPI) — Sen. Edw ard K ennedy said it w as

The HOOSIER DAY 


By Donald White 


P ra c tic a l sta te and local 
governm ent training is in the 
midst of a second week’s session 
at Indiana State University. 
Some 900 boys from all cor 
ners of the state packed, and 
returned to their communities 
to complete the last year of high 
school education. They had been 
selected 
by 
school 
a d ­ 
m inistrators as potential future 
leaders. P rior to leaving Terre 
H aute, 
they 
closed 
down 
business being conducted in 
mythical state. Hardly had they 
cleared the dormitory doors 
before 700 Hoosier girls checked 
in to start operation of other 
mythical 
cities, 
county 
and 
state governm ental units. 
Program s were the Boy’s and 
G irl’s S tate training under 
sponsorship of The American 
Legion and its Auxiliary. The 
Boy’s program completed its 
38th year, having spread to the 
state in 1937. For the girls, it 
was the 34th annual session. 
Having been a participant in 
the first Hoosier Boy’s State, 
returning as a Junior Counselor, 
and many years as an interested 
observer, I retain an interest in 
the worthwhile program. As I 
write, my wife is busy on the 
telephone trying to find alter­ 
nates to fill in for last minute 
cancellations. 
Idea for the program cam e 
from Illinois, where the first 
Boy’s State was held in 1935. 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia, adopted the program 
the following year with Indiana 
joining in 1937. Some 30,000 boys 
have 
g ra d u a te d 
from 
the 
Hoosier training program 
in 
practical government since the 
inception. Although records of 
graduates are sketchy, it is 
known many civic, community, 
political and governm ental 
leaders developed interest from 
the early training. 
The Fieldhouse at B utler 
University was the site of the 
first program in Indiana. Army 
cots were set up in the practice 
gym, with sessions held on the 
tem porary bleachers. The Cow 
B arn a t the Indiana S tate 
Fairgrounds, provided space for 
straw filled m a ttresses the 
second year, as the program 
moved into the 4-H building, the 
Deaf 
School, 
and 
Indiana 
University for future training 
sessions. This is the seventh 
y ear 
Indiana 
S tate 
University has hosted the week­ 
long study. 
As participants arrive, they 
are assigned to city and county 
units w here they will live 
during 
the 
session. 
Govern­ 
mental units 
are organized, 
elections 
held, 
ordinances 
en acted , police forces and 
co u rts estab lish ed , and the 
training program is underway. 
Instructors come from volun­ 
teer public officials who explain 
jobs, as well as from full-time 
counselors, usually drawn from 
High 
School 
governm ent 
teachers. 
As participants arrive, they 
a re a lte rn a te ly assigned to 
eith e r 
the 
N ationalist 
or 
Federalist party, equal in size 
with no m ajority. Parties are 
organized 
under tutelage 
of 
experienced politicians E sther 
Bray, wife of the former long­ 
term Congressman and M ar­ 
v e ll Bayh, wife of the U.S. 
Senator and herself a product of 
Girls State, have long been 
active in the stateprogram as 
political advisors. 
Candidates are selected and 
nominated, campaigns held to 
sw ay 
v o ters, 
platform s 
prepared, and a state election 
held. Every participant has a 


job, be it in city or county 
government, or service in the 
leg islativ e body to 
deb ate 
current im portant issues. 
In other states, the program 
came under attack recently for 
failure to perm it handicapped to 
enroll. 
Intensive 
train in g 
cram m ed into the full w eek’s 
schedule, makes it difficult to 
absorb. However, Indiana has 
accepted participants from both 
the Blind and Deaf Schools, with 
few problem s. 
N on-partisan in ap p ro ach , 
this 
y e a r ’s 
group 
h eard 
Republican Congressman John 
T. Myers and Democrat Lee 
Hamilton, as well as the Mayor 
of T erre Haute, the Governor of 
the State, and other officials 
The program has been finan­ 
cially self-sustaining 
through 
the $50 registration fee. Many 
civic, fra te rn a l and social 
groups join in sponsorship with 
local A m erican Legion and 
Auxiliary groups. 
In 
a n o th e r 
little 
known 
program , A m erican Legion 
Baseball is in its 50th year of 
sponsorship. Well over half of 
every All Star Game rosters, as 
well as World Series team s, all 
received their start playing in 
the Legion sponsored team s. 
The m ajor leagues have long 
contributed to support of Legion 
baseball as the best recruit 
development system. 
When the program started, 
few other organizations w ere in 
the field. Now we have little- 
leagues, Babe Ruth Leagues, 
and 
m any 
other 
sim ila r- 
programs operating as feeders 
into the L egion’s train in g . 
Growth of the rule book has kept 
pace with the program, now 
encyclopedic in size.

“ He causeth the grass to grow 
for the cattle, and herb for the 
service of m an: that he may 
bring forth food out of the 
e a rth ;” (Psalm 104:14) 
The sprouting and springing 
forth of fresh plant life in the 
newly toiled fields is another 
rem inder of rr^n ’s dependence 
upon a supernatural Power. 
William Jennings Bryan once 
told of his impression and in­ 
spiration while eating a piece of 
watermelon. He took some of 
the seeds out of the melon and 
weighted them , finding that it 
would require 5,000 seeds to 
weigh a pound. And then he 
applied m athem atics to a forty- 
pound watermelon. One of these 
seeds, when put into the ground 
and warm ed by the sun and 
moistened by the rain slowly 
goes to work. It gathers from 
som ew here 
two 
hundred 
thousand tim es its own weight, 


and forcing this raw m aterial 
through a tiny stem, constructs 
a watermelon. It covers the 
outside with a coating of green;

of 
Illinois showed some surprising 
results. Even the investigators 
were astounded. When a person 
who already has a cold takes 
aspirin, the amount of viruses in 
their nasal secretions actually 
increases. 
People catch colds by inhaling 
the droplets expelled by cold- 
sufferers who do not cover their 
nose and 
mouth when they 
sneeze or cought. If they also 
take aspirin, they may be even 
more of a menace. 
The research on the subject 
was done by infecting healthy 
m edical stu dents with two 
rhinoviruses, two of the hun­ 
dreds of viruses that cause the 
common cold. For eight days, 
some of the volunteers received 
aspirin to treat the infection, 
while others received a dummy 
pill. The results showed that 
those receiving aspirin had a 
m oderate reduction in 
the 
frequency 
and severity 
of 
symptoms. They were able to 
stay out of bed longer than the 
other group. 
But 
they 
also 
showed hig h er am ounts 
of 
viruses in secretions from their 
noses. 
Why this should be baffles the 
re se a rc h e rs, who published 
their results in a recent issue of 
the Journal of the American 
M edical 
A ssociation. 
They 
suggest that aspirin somehow 


in terferes w ith the body’s 
defense system against viruses. 
But more research will have to 
explore the reasons how and 
why. 
What’s in the air we breathe 
causes the colds and lung 
diseases we develop.

Education Em ploym ent R ela­ 
tions Board is expected to be 
multiplied five times because of 
a 1975 public employes collec­

The board was created by a 
1973 law providing m andatory 
bargaining for public 
school 
boards and teachers. The 1975 
Legislature did not change the 
nam e of the board but it added 
alm ost 
all 
public 
employes 
except police and firem en to 
the collective bargaining sys­ 
tem and put the adm inistration 
in the hands of the board. 


C hairm an Franklin 
K. De- 
Wald of the board said “we 
think our workload will be five 
tim es what it was. There are 
about 300 school corporations 
but there are 1,750 governm ent 
units and that does not include 
special taxing districts.” 
Tentative plans are for the 
board to lease space in the

P yram ids, 
a 
group 
of 
modernistic 
office 
buildings adjacent to the north

of

Indianapolis outer belt

way. De Wald said "we have to 
get m ore space before we can 
hire m ore people. You have to 
have some place for them to 
w o rk .” 
The 
gearing-up 
for 
future 
responsibilities already is un­ 
derw ay, not only on the part of 
the state board

various unions and associations 
that hope to represent the state, 
town, township, city and county 
employes. The actual start for 
m andatory bargaining is not 
until Jan I, 1976 but the state 
board is using the six-months 
lag between the effective date 
of the law and the bargaining 
supervision to get ready.

But you 
m ust have been a full-time

unm arried.

My husband and I a re 
going to retire in a few m onths. 
I’ve been employed most of our 
m arried life.

If y o u ’re eligible for 
benefits on two work records, 
you can be paid a monthly 
am ount equal to the higher of 
the two benefits, but not both.
